The New England economy con- 
tinued .to show ° considerable 
strength at mid-year, Unemploy- 
ment rates were down’ in many 
areas, manufacturing production 
and average hours worked in- 
creased, and construction activity 
for residential and--public works

Employment, however, déclined 
slightly from the record Jevels 
reached in May. These findings 
are based on data released in the 
August issue’ of: the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Boston’s “New Eng- 
land Economic Indicators,” 

New England nonagricultural 


payroll employment in June total- | 


ed 4,863,700, seasonally adjusted. 
This represented about 103,000 
more jobs than in June 1976, but 
8,400 fewer jobs than in May of 
this year. Despite the small: de- 
cline in employment from the May- 
level, more New Englanders ‘were 
at work in June than in any month. 
except May when an employment’ 
record was set. Manufactur: ig, 
establishments accounted for ‘1,- 
380,000 jobs in June, nearly 30,000 
more than in the corresponding 
month of 1976, although some’ 
1,700 fewer than in May. -A slight 
increase in durable goods employ- 
ment, ‘particularly*in Connecticut, 
was more than offset by a decline 
in nondurable. goods manufactur- 
ing, especially in Massachusetts.- 
The nonmanufacturing industries 
also contributed to the June em- 
ployment decline with the job 
losses mainly in the three north- 
ern New England states. 

New England’s unemployment 
situation continued to improve 
during June. The region’s une n- 
ployment rate fell to 6.4% of the 
labor force, seasonally adjusted, 
from 6.8% in May and 8.8% a year 
earlier. , 

New Hampshire, with one of the 
lowest unemployment rates in the 
nation, and Maine experienced a 
June rise in unemployment, Na- 
tionally the seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate for June rose 
to 7.1% from 6.9% in May. While 
the unemployment situation has 
improved substantially in New 
England, caution is still needed in 
interpreting the figures. The me- 
thod used to estimate state un- 
employment now appears to be 
underestimating ‘the number of 
unemployed just as it was previ- 
ously overstated. 

Output of New England facto- 
ries continued to expand in June,

STATE TROOPERS RECEIVE 
RULES/REGULATIONS 

ON MOPED OPERATION .- 

‘The Maine State Police hus dis- 
fributed to Troopers rules and 
regulations pertaining to a recent 
Jaw making mopeds Jegal on Maine 
roads, announced Colonel Allan 
H. Weeks, Chief. 

According to Maine Jaw (Title 
29, Sec, 1, sub-sec. 5-A), a moped 
is a motor driven vehicle with two 
or three wheels that may not ex- 
ceed 30 miles per hour on a devel 
surface, and may have foot pedals 
to permit muscular propulsion, In 
addition, a moped may not have 
a power source exceeding two 
brake thorsepower (to include a 
motor with a cylinder displace- 
ment not exceeding 50 cubic cen- 
timeters). ; 

To operate a moped, a person 
must have a valid operator's li- 
cense of any class (but cannot 
‘operate on a permit), The moped, 
registered for a $5 fee, must be 
operated to the far right except 
to make a left turn, be operated

POLICE REPORT 2,286 MOTOR 
VEHICLE THEFTS IN 1976 

The Maine State Police report 
that nationally more than one 
million motor: vehicles are stolen 
each year, and in Maine during 
1976, there were 2,286 motor ve- 
hicle thefts—or one theft every 
four hours. . 

“Although Maine daw enforcé-. 
ment agencies recovered more 
than $$3.8 million worth of stolen 
vehicles, many of those wouldn’t 
have been stolen—if motorist were 
more aware of how to prevent 
thefts,” said Col. AllanH, Weeks, 
Chief of the Maine State Police. 

The Maine State Police Chief 
reminds motorists of the following 
“tips” on how to stop motor 
vehicle thefts: 


—Do not leave keys in the 
motor vehicle. 

—Lock all doors, roll up all 
windows. 

—aAvoid parking in public lots 
for long periods of time. 
.—Consider factory-installed Se- 
ctrity devices (alarms, etc.), 

—Be able to describe the motor 
vehicle, igive license number from 
miemory, ; 

—If possible, choose parking 
ots with attendants, never leave 
ticket in the motor véhicle. 

—Park in areas that are well 
lighted.
